Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
for the entire sy stem of th e Illinois 
Central road will meet in Chicago for 
the purpose of adjusting rates of pay 
for th e ensuing 
y ear 
Engineer 
Ceorge Schlenk, ot this city , will be 
th e delegate from this division. 
It is 
understood that on behalf of th e en­ 
gineers of t he Central 
sy stem the 
general board will ask for an increase 
of ten percent pay all along the line 
for engineers. 
The 
demand is a 
reasonable one as nearly all th e big 
roads have recently granted an in­

Central 
railroad 
engineers 
will 
ask 
for 
will 
only 
put 
their 
scale of wages ab out even with the 
scale paid by ot her first class roads.
